The Albany Board of Education| 
has called for a poll of parents 
of all Albany school children to 
determine whether parents want 
children to remain at Cornell and 
Marin Schools until after a bond 
election is held, or whether they 
would want the removal of chil- 
dren from these schools before 
that time, — 


State law requires that a bond 
election must be called within one 
year after peceiving the report 
that the school buildings are un- 
safe for schoo] use under condi- 
tions of a severe earthquake, The 
earliest date that such an elec- 
tion could be held would be April 
11, 1972. The law also requires 
that all children must be removed 
from school buildings declared 
unsafe by June, 1975, The 
Board has now employed a 
school architect and is in the pro- 
cess of developing procedures for 
coming up with a master plan 
which will determine costs of re- 
habilitation, or replacement of 
unsafe buildings, and which will 
become the basis for the future 
bond proposal. 

The poll will also allow parents 
to express an opinion concerning 
preference for alternate plans 
when children are removed from 
the buildings. The Board indi- 
cated that it will use the results 
of the poll as a guide, but not 
necessarily binding for future de- 
cisions. 


The polling committee, consist- 
ing of Board Member Jack Ro- 
sano; A-T.A. President Mrs. Mary 
Wallmann; the Albany PTA pres- 
idents, or their representatives; 
Director of Instruction Wm. G. 
Woolworth; and Superintendent 
Kenneth M, Forry, was appointed 
to draft the questionnaire and 
establish procedures for the poll. 
This questionnaire will be mailed 
to all parents with a returnable 
post card ballot on which parents 
are to vote. 

The polling committee has now 
prepared the questionnaire and 
post card ballot and set Oct. 27 
as the mailing date to all parents. 
The deadline for returning the 
post card ballots is Monday, Noy. 
15. The results of the parent poll 
will then be reviewed by the 
Board at a subsequent meeting 
scheduled as soon as_ possible, 
The committee also set a series 
of public meetings preceding the 
Nov. 12 deadline to allow parents 
to become better informed con- 
cerning the questionnaire, the al- 
ternate plans, and related prob- 
lems. «A prepared statement list- 
ing arguments for and against 
each of the several alternate 
plans will be available at these 
meetings. In this way the ballot 
should represent a well informed 
parent reaction. 

The dates and places for these 
meetings are: MacGregor School, 
Tuesday, Nov. 2, 7:30 p.m., kin- 
dergarten room; Marin School, 
Wednesday, Nov. 3, 7:30 ‘p.m., 
cafeteria; Cornell School, Thurs- 
day, Nov. 4, 7:30 p.m., cafeteria;
